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Wheat Market Situation 

Encouraging features in the wheat 
market situation have resulted in 
rather optimistic forecast of in- 
creased demand by Hon. H. H. 
Stevens, minister of trade and com- 
merce for Canada. Hon, Mr. Stev- 
ens predicts a gradual improvement 
in the general world grain markets 
and remarks that even if the Can- 
adian carryover is not reduced this 
year that the likelihood is that it 
will not be burdensome in view of 
a prospective short crop in the 
United States. Mr. Stevens said 
Canada had received an offer to sell 
grain at 29 cents a bushel laid down 
in Vancouver but a long-term credit 
wag required and the government did 
not think it good business to sell 
wheat to a nation at war. 

Many United States authorities 
suggest that the world statistical 
position for wheat is slowly im- 
proving. Nat C. Murray, of Chicago, 
a leading specialist in forecasting 
grain production, believes world 
supplies are much lower than a year 
ago. He thinks that U. §. winter 
wheat situation is quite serious and 
that the crop has deteriorated 4 
great deal since the last U. 8. gov- 
ernmen terop report. 

In spite of these optimistic utter- 
ances the market has found great 
difficulty in reaching higher leveis 
as European countries refuse to fol- 
low advances on this side. They 
point out the larg esupplies still ex- 
jating and anticipate no shortage for 
some months to come. 

Australian and Argentinian ship- 
ments are at the peak right now. In 
fact the heavy primary delivery is 
past its peak load. Australia is find- 
ing markets in the Orient and in 
Europe. Argentina is determined 
that she will not be displaced in the 
United Kingdom and her exporters 
are cutting prices in order to over- 
come the British preferential duties. 
The price of Argentine wheat has 
been quoted as low as 8 cents below 
Canadian 2 Northern in Britain. 

In spite of the keen competition 
from the southern hemisphere, Can- 
ada shipped more than 16,000,000 in 
January compared with 30,000,000 in 
December, and prices have shown 
stubborn resistance to declines. 

Another month will expose fairly 
accurately’ the condition of the 
United States winter wheat. Ifa 
crop disaster is apparent then the 
wheat situation may change very
